Hinkley Point company 
wants to dump more 
mud in Bristol Channel 


A NEW row is brewing after the com¬ 
pany building the new nuclear power 
station at Hinkley Point indicated that it 
wants to dispose of more mud in waters 
near Cardiff. 

Natural Resources Wales (NRW) has started 
discussions with EDF Energy about a new marine 
licence application to dispose of dredged material 
from the Bristol Channel into the disposal site 
known as ‘Penarth Deeps’. 

EDF has submitted its plan to NRW for the 
sampling and testing of the sediment from the con¬ 
struction site of the Hinkley Point C power station 
off the Somerset coast. 

In 2018, there were fierce protests from a number 
of local groups when EDF was granted permission 
to dump 300,000 tons - although in the end, it is 
understood that 120,000 tons were dumped. 

This time, EDF has applied for permission to

dump more than 700,000 tons, with the 
project starting in early 2021. 

An EDF spokesperson said: “Further 
dredging is needed ahead of the drilling 
of six vertical shafts for the cooling 
water system, along with the instal¬ 
lation of a fish recovery and return 
system and maintenance dredging at 
the jetty. 

“The sediment we and others are 
dredging in the Bristol Channel is typ¬ 
ical of the sediment found anywhere 
in the Bristol Channel, and as such it 
is no different to the types of sediment 
already found at the approved dis¬ 
posal sites within the estuary. It is not 
classed as radioactive under UK law 
and poses no threat to human health or 
the environment. 

An NRW spokesman said: “NRW’s 
role is to determine whether the sedi¬ 
ment, up to 600,000 m3, is suitable for 
disposal at sea, but will first assess the 
suitability of the sample plan to inform 
any future licence application for its 
disposal in Wales.” 

Marine licences will be required for 
the collection of samples and dredging 
the sediment in English waters from 
the Marine Management Organisation, 
and another one for disposing of the 
sediment in Welsh waters from NRW.

A QUEST to track down 
descendants of Barry’s first 
female councillor has 
been launched by the 
town’s current mayor 
Margaret Wilkinson. 

Beatrice Lewis - who , A 
was elected to the town 
council in 1919 which 
was the first year 
women had the right 
to vote or stand in an ’ 
election - is buried in 
an unmarked grave. 

Now Cllr Wilkinson 
is seeking permission 
from Ms Lewis’ rela- v 
tives to install a plaque 
in her honour. 

Ms Lewis was bom in 
Ely in 1877 and married \ 

William Jenkin Lewis, a 
coal trimmer, before mov¬ 
ing to Barry and settling in 
George Street. 

She was a Labour councillor and 
represented the Castleland Ward until 
her death at the age of 52 in 1929. 




Ms Lewis served on public health, housing 
and child welfare committees, and was 
instmmental in improving maternity 
provisions for women in Barry. 

Cllr Wilkin s on said: “Beatrice 
Lewis is buried in an unmarked 
grave, and we would like per¬ 
mission from any of her living 
descendants to place a plaque 
in her honour. 

“She was an ordinary 
woman who achieved a lot, 
and we think it is about time 
that she was recognised. 
We know that she had chil¬ 
dren named Gladys, Lillian, 
William Joseph, Arthur and 
Beatrice, all bom in Barry 
between 1902 and 1915. 

“We would love to hear 
from any of her grandchildren, 
great-grandchildren or other 
descendants, and to invite them 
to join us in celebrating the life of 
this extraordinary woman.”

C LLR Ian Perry raises the important ques¬ 
tion of grants from community and town 
councils to support the upkeep of church 
burial grounds (GEM letters, January 30). 

The Church in Wales is disestablished. Its church¬ 
yards operating as burial grounds are governed, pri¬ 
marily by the Welsh Church (Burial Grounds) Act 
1945. This act places a duty on the Church in Wales 
to bury people from within the relevant parish on the 
basis that ‘no discrimination shall be made between 
the burial of members of the Church in Wales and 
of other persons’. (Section 4.1). Thus, Church in 
Wales’ burial grounds directly benefit the whole 
community but, without any other grant funding, are 
maintained at the expense of the local church itself. 

Furthermore, churchyards and burial grounds are 
vital green spaces and often vital repositories of 
biodiversity. They contain ancient trees and mark 


the lives of the people of Wales. 

The 2017 English Cathedral and Church Build¬ 
ings Sustainability Review commissioned by HM 
Government looked at the specific point of the 
confusion arising from wording of Section 8 of 
the Local Government Act 1894. This concluded 
that subsequent legislation does allow for all local 
authorities, including community and town councils, 
to contribute to the upkeep of church property under 
certain circumstances - mainly related to the public 
benefit achieved. 

The Church in Wales is enormously grateful to all 
the local authorities and town and community coun¬ 
cils who have sought to assist local churches with 
the management costs of their churchyards over the 
years. We are certain they are legally entitled to do 
so, but more importantly, this support ensures these 
vital resources are maintained for the benefit of the 
public and local community.

Colin Smith, Vale Council operational manager 
for Neighbourhood Services and Transport, said: 
“We would like to thank the kayaking group for 
cleaning the beach and improving the local environ¬ 
ment and we are sorry that they were unable to 
dispose of their waste at our recycling centre. 

“Unfortunately, under the terms of the environ¬ 
ment licence, only residential waste can be accepted 
and the contractors that manage the site on our 
behalf have a legal duty to ensure that it remains 
compliant. 


“However, we do provide a separate waste col¬ 
lection service to all voluntary litter picking groups 
across the Vale and would ask the kayaking group 
to contact us in advance so we can ensure that we 
provide them with the appropriate service. ”

NATURAL Resources Wales (NRW) has 
completed its assessment of options to 
manage flood risk in Dinas Powys and is 
now seeking the community’s views. 

Using records of past flooding events and hydrau¬ 
lic modelling, NRW has confirmed that there is 
a significant flood risk in Dinas Powys from the 
Cadoxton River and its tributary, the East Brook. 

NRW believes it has looked at all practicable 
options to address the flood risk for 197 homes in 
Dinas Powys and Eastbrook. 

Following published guidelines, each option was 
assessed on whether it provided a community-wide 
solution, adequate level of flood protection, if it was 
technically possible to build and the environmental 
and social impacts. NRW also listened to the views 
of the community and stakeholders and used this 
feedback during its assessments. 

NRW has also considered the economic viability 
of each option to determine if they provide good 
value for public money. This means providing a 
greater benefit than it costs to develop and build it. 

Five options were shortlisted: 

• Natural flood management - implementing 
nature-based measures such as building ponds, 
placing leaky dams across streams, planting trees 
and soil decompaction, to slow down and store 
flood water; 

• East Brook channel storage - using the natural 
oversized channels to store flood water to reduce 
flood flows downstream in Dinas Powys; 

• Cadoxton River upstream storage - building an 
embankment between Cwm George and Casehill 
Woods to temporarily store flood water during times 
of heavy rain; 

• Flood scheme through Dinas Powys - building 


walls and embankments along the river banks, in 
house gardens and the verges in St Cadoc’s Avenue, 
to contain the flood flows; 

• Combined upstream storage and channel 
storage. 

Based on the latest assessments, the risks and 
feedback from the community, landowners and 
other stakeholders, NRW does not think there is cur¬ 
rently a viable scheme to deliver a community-wide 
solution to manage the flood risk in Dinas Powys. 

Tim England, Operations Manager (Flood and 
Water Management) for NRW, said: “Flooding can 
devastate people’s lives and it’s our job to look at 
ways to manage the flood risk in our communities 
across Wales. 

“We believe we’ve considered all practicable 
ways to reduce the risk to the community in Dinas 
Powys, but unfortunately there appears to be no 
perfect solution. 

“The reasons for this are different for each option 
considered. Some are not technically possible to 
build, some would be too expensive and impractical, 
and others carry risks that could materialise to 
become too expensive. 

“We are listening to and considering the views of 
the community, landowners and other stakeholders 
throughout this process to inform how we move 
forward. 

“Over the next few weeks, we will be speaking 
with people to explain our findings, and we would 
like to hear their views.”

Prison visitor hid drugs in his underwear 


SECURITY officers at Bridgend’s Parc Prison had a surprise when a visitor removed 
his boxer shorts, Cardiff Crown Court has been told. 

Concealed inside were class C drugs worth more than £2,000, said prosecutor Thomas Stanway. 

Leighton Brown, 21, broke down in tears and told them: “This has wrecked my life.” 

Brown, of Townhill, Swansea, admitted taking a prohibited substance, Subutex, into the prison. 

He was jailed for six months, and was told by Judge Paul Thomas: “You have learned a very hard 
lesson.” 

He added: “You took a chance and it didn’t come off.” 

Mr Stanway said that on May 15, Brown was visiting a friend in the prison and when he was stopped 
and searched, he removed his boxer shorts. 


Hidden, and wrapped in cling film, were 41 tablets, worth £2,050. 

His solicitor, Robert Chudleigh, said Brown had been told by his friend that if he didn’t take the drugs 
into the prison, the inmate would be harmed. 

“He became very nervous when he entered the prison,” said Mr Chudleigh. 

He added that he had suffered from depression. 

“He apologises profusely and realises how foolish and stupid he has been.” 

The Judge said: “This is a very sad case. Taking any type of drugs into prison is a serious matter, and it 
is only very rarely that custodial sentences can be avoided. 

“Drugs in prison cause great problems and undermine discipline. It was not a minor amount but I accept 
you are immature and I bear in mind your age and that you have lost your job and a relationship.”

As NRW begins an assessment of the company’s sample 
plan, it has launched a six-week consultation, running 
until March 18, with specialists including the Centre for 
Environment, Fisheries and Aquaculture Science (Cefas), 
ABPmer, the Environment Agency and NRW’s own advisors. 

NRW is also inviting public views on whether the sampling 
plan complies with international guidance, which ensures the 
disposal of dredged material at sea is safe. 

Michael Evans, Head of Evidence, Knowledge and Advice for 
NRW, said: “The Bristol Channel and Severn Estuary is home to 
valuable wildlife and habitats and is important to our well-being 
and economy. 

“It’s our job to make sure activities in the estuary don’t harm 
this important marine environment. 

“This is an opportunity for people to raise concerns or provide 
us with important, relevant information on the company’s 
sampling plan. 

“We will consider all responses to the consultation to help us 
decide whether the number, location and depth of samples taken, 
what is measured and how they will test the sediment, complies 
with international guidance. 

“People should check our website to find out more about the 
consultation and the questions we would like them to consider.” 

NRW will also receive a request from EDF to consider 
whether an environmental impact assessment (EIA) will be 


required as part of the application process. 

Once received, this decision will be made over the next few 
months and will be published on NRW’s website, along with 
evidence to show whether an EIA is needed or not. 

Michael continued: “This is the first stage of a long applica¬ 
tion process. The disposal activity in 2018 caused great public 
concern, so we intend to inform and engage with people about 
these plans over the next few months. 

“Once we receive the full marine licence application and 
results of the sediment testing, we will thoroughly assess the 
information. 

“We will only grant the licence if the company can demon¬ 
strate it complies with legal requirements and we’re confident 
the proposed activity will not harm people or the environment.”

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E-Foiling - the latest high adrenaline 
water sport is coming to Swansea 


E-FOIL surfing - the latest trend in 
watersports where riders use high tech 
boards equipped with electric motors to 
glide high above the water - is coming to 
Swansea this Easter. 

It will be one of the first places in Wales to offer 
the sport. Matt Barker Smith, a watersports operator 
in Swansea, will launch e-foiling sessions in April 
to boost the start of the summer tourism season. 
E-Foils work by propelling water backwards by use 
of a small battery operated electric motor attached 
to an underwater wing. Speed increases to lOmph 
as the hydrodynamically shaped wings create lift, so 
the boards float above the surface. 

Matt, who runs The SUP Hut, described e-foiling 
as an extremely exciting and exhilarating sport 
where riders can reach speeds of up to 20mph on 
boards that rise up to 50 centimetres above the 


water. He said: “They’re magical to use and a 
superb way to explore and discover our amazing 
coastline and coves. The foil is quiet yet powerful, 
and feels as if you’re floating.” 

As a qualified trainer with the Water Skills 
Academy, Matt was invited to host their first 
hydrofoil workshop last year at Port Eynon which 
attracted around 50 people from around the UK. 
He said: “This sport is just taking off in the 
UK so it’s good to be at the forefront of what I 
anticipate will be a hugely popular new addition 
to the watersports on offer, and yet another reason 
for people to visit the area. Our launch supports the 
growing recognition of Wales as a major centre for 
activity based holidays and ties in with 2020 being 
designed by VisitWales as the Year of Outdoors, 
promoting unique outdoor experiences, adventures 
and events.”

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‘Big step’ forward for law 
banning animals in circuses 


Wick YFC shine light on marine 
pollution at county drama finals 


A BAN on the use of wild animals in trav¬ 
elling circuses in Wales is one step closer 
to coming into force after completing 
stage two of its legislative proceedings. 

Travelling circus life compromises welfare for 
wild animals and the law will outlaw the use of 
wild animals in this environment, with Wales set 
to join 45 other countries who have taken action. 

RSPCA Cymru had worked closely with mem¬ 
bers of the Senedd on a series of amendments they 
hoped would improve the Bill yet further, but these 
did not receive majority support during stage two 
proceedings. 

The animal welfare charity is eager to see further 
improvements to the proposed law including those 
that would deliver a full ban on wild animals 
travelling with a circus, close loopholes, implement 
the ban sooner and extend punishment provisions. 

As drafted, the law is due to come into force on 
December 1, 2020. 


Chris O’Brien of RSPCA said: “With stage two 
consideration complete, a ban on the use of wild 
animals in travelling circuses is one big step closer. 
Confinement, stressful transportation, forced train¬ 
ing and abnormal social groupings are all a grim 
reality for the animals involved. 

“While the legislation is very welcome, we are 
eager to secure further improvements to the Bill. 
We’re really grateful to those who supported these 
calls. The RSPCA is disappointed these amend¬ 
ments weren’t successful, but will continue to work 
hard in the hope of further improving this important 
law as Wales gets ever nearer to bidding farewell to 
the outdated spectacle of wild animals being used 
in travelling circuses. 

“Clearly, this was an important day for animals 
with this ban one step closer to reality. We can’t 
wait to see the use of wild animals in travelling 
circuses consigned to the history books in Wales 
once and for all.” 


Mr continues campaign for

Fire service predicts call 
outs for year 


SOUTH Wales Fire and Rescue Service 
has revealed the number of incidents it 
expects to attend next year. 

A report for the Authority meeting on February 10 
shows the the authority’s expectations for 2020/2021 
in relation to the number of fires attended, false 
alarms, road traffic crashes, special service calls, 
deaths and injuries and the percentage of house fires 
kept to the room where they originated. 

The number of fires attended in the current finan¬ 
cial year of 2019/2020 is currently predicted to be 
lower than the number recorded during 2018/2019 
and the provisional target for next year is 6,043. For 
false alarms, the number this year is also set to be 
lower than last year’s with a projected total for next 
year of 7,869 and the number of road traffic crashes 


is also predicted to be lower this year than last year 
with a target of 1,110 for 2020/2021. 

But for special service calls, which are services 
other than firefighting, the number of incidents this 
year is due to be higher than last year’s, with 2,276 
predicted for the next financial year. The number 
of deaths and injuries as a result of fire in 2019/20 
is currently predicted to be slightly lower than the 
number attended last year, with 72 the projected 
figure for 2020/2021. 

The same is true of the number of deaths and 
injuries as a result of an accidental fire which is 
currently predicted to be lower than the number last 
year with a forecast of 57 for next year. 

The percentage of house fires confined to the room 
where the fires started is predicted to be higher than 
last year with the target for next year being 84%.

Penarth Ramblers explore 
the Ely Trail 


IT seemed a good idea when Alison from 
Penarth and District Ramblers, having 
been forced to cancel her planned walk 
and choose a more local one instead, 
opted to use public transport. 

However things did not go quite to plan as 
roadworks held up their first bus which meant they 
missed their connection in Cardiff. Finally arriving 
at St Fagans, and setting off to walk the seven-mile 
Ely Trail one hour later than planned, at least the 
sun was shining as the group of 10 tramped along 
the east bank of the Ely River and through Gian 
Ely Woods. 

It is impossible for the trail to follow the river 
in its entirety so the route which is shared by 
pedestrians and cyclists that opened in 2009 wends 
its way through built up areas as well. 

Pavement pounding along Bwlch and Norbury 
roads they made their way to a small park close 
to Waun y Groes railway station and stopped for 
morning break, which tended to be a lunch stop as 
well due to the late start. 

Then, crossing the footbridge over the main 
Cardiff to Swansea railway line and waving to 
a passing train, they were delighted when the 
driver hooted a reply back to them. Reaching Ely, 
where the trail has been diverted as a total of 800 
new homes are being constructed on the old Arjo 
Wiggins Paper Mill site, they learned that when 
building work is over the trail will run along the 
east side of the river. 

Continuing through a wooded area alongside the 
busy A4232 and close to the river, they arrived at 
Leckwith Road where the medieval Leckwith Old 


Bridge is still used but only to provide access to 
Leckwith Bridge House. 

After crossing the busy road and continuing 
through open ground at Leckwith Moors Park and 
Grangemoor Park, more pavement pounding led 
them through Penarth Marina and across Pont y 
Werin or the ‘People’s Bridge’ over the River Ely, 
which forms part of a circular walk around Cardiff 
Bay. 

Climbing uphill they made their way back to 
Penarth Leisure Centre, marvelling at the fact that 
despite a few muddy areas, walking boots were 
clean which under present conditions is something 
of a miracle. 

On February 15, an 8.5-mile easy/moderate walk 
taking in Clytha Folly and Bettws Newydd Church 
with a stunning display of snowdrops along the 
way, will leave Cogan at 9.30am; call Jan/John on 
01446 418514. 

Wear suitable clothing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food and drinks. Some degree of 
fitness is required and if you are in any doubt, then 
please contact the leader for advice.

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Campaigner calls for advertising 
board ban across Wales 


SWAM open day for 
youngsters 


A PARTIALLY sighted south 
Wales woman is campaign¬ 
ing to get street advertising 
boards banned across Wales. 

Angharad Padget-Jones, 26, from 
Port Talbot, is registered as severely 
sight impaired and says that advertis¬ 
ing A-boards severely impact blind 
and partially sighted people, making 
it harder for them to maintain their 
independence. 

Angharad is campaigning for a 
nationwide ban with support from 
RNIB Cymru and has submitted a 
petition to the National Assembly 
for Wales which received more than 
80 signatures. The petition will be 
reviewed by the Petitions Committee 
this year. 

A-boards are commonly found on 
pavements outside shops and cafes. 
They can pose a significant problem 
for blind and partially sighted people 
as they severely limit street access, 
putting people at increased risk of 
trips and falls. They often force people 
with sight loss or other mobility issues 
to walk on the road to avoid them, 
risking serious injury. As they are 
rarely in fixed positions, blind and 
partially sighted people often cannot 
rely on pre-leamed routes, which lim¬ 
its the extent to which they can walk 
confidently and safely on the street. 

There are currently 111,000 people 
living with sight loss in Wales and 
this number is set to double by 2050. 
A-boards are not currently banned in 
Wales, but regulations regarding their 
use vary across Welsh councils. 

A year-long trial ban on A-boards 
and temporary on-street advertis¬ 
ing was launched in Edinburgh in 
November 2018. A review by 


Edinburgh Council’s Transport and 
Environment Committee found that 
the ban was successful in making 
the city’s streets more accessible and 
recommended that it remain in place. 

Angharad said: “Most people with 
reduced mobility are affected by 
A-boards, whether they are blind or 
partially sighted, in a wheelchair or 
pushing a pram. As I lost my sight, I 
kept tripping over them and injuring 
myself. It is hard to get about when 
there are A-boards propped against 
every building and being blown 
around. Walking down the street feels 
like an obstacle course. 

“The A-board ban in Edinburgh 
has been so successful. I visited the 
city twice in the last year. It was the 
first time I went independently with 
my guide dog and I felt much safer 
on the streets there than I do in my 
home town. 

“The world can be a scary place 
when you can’t see, and this is one 
small thing Welsh businesses and 
councils can do to make it feel safer 
for people with disabilities. We have 
the infrastructure in Wales to make 
our streets more accessible. We need 
a nationwide ban and for each council 
to enforce it. 

“I am thrilled to have received so 
much support for the petition from the 
public and Welsh Assembly members. 
I look forward to the Assembly dis¬ 
cussing the petition in the New Year 
and moving forward with this issue.” 

RNIB Cymru Campaigns Officer 
Kirsty James said: “All pavement 
obstructions have adverse effects on 
blind and partially sighted people 
because they make getting around 
harder. The more difficult it is to get 



around, the less freedom 
and opportunity people 
have to participate in 
their local community 
and contribute to society. 
We will continue to sup¬ 
port Angharad with her 
important campaign and 
hope to see real change 
from the Welsh Assembly 
in the new year.” 

RNIB Cymru is calling 
for all local authorities in 
Wales to explore the fol¬ 
lowing options, working 
with blind and partially 
sighted people: 

• Conduct audits and 
introduce a zero-toler¬ 
ance policy to A-boards; 

• Produce clear 


guidelines for businesses; 

• Work with local blind 
and partially sighted 
people to monitor and 
mitigate the impact of 
any temporary obstruc¬ 
tions that appear on the 
highway; 

• Work with local 
business owners to make 
them realise how adver¬ 
tising-boards cause real 
difficulties for blind and 
partially sighted people 
and to consider alterna¬ 
tive forms of advertising.

EVERY adult in the UK should consider 
making a will, and here are some of the 
reasons why. 

• Without a will, the state directs who inherits 
your estate, so the people you wish to benefit may 
get nothing. 

• Without a will, if you are married, you may 
thi nk that your estate will pass to your spouse in any 
event, but this is not necessarily the case. 

• If you are not married to your partner, the 
law does not automatically recognise partners as 
having the same rights as husbands, wives and civil 
partners, and your partner may get nothing. 

• If you have children, there may be uncertainty 
about who will look after or provide for them, 
should you die. 

• Certain people could make a claim on your 
estate if you have no will, because they may depend 
upon you financially. 


• Inheritance tax issues may arise if not addressed 
in your will. 

Wills should be kept up to date and renewed 
upon any change of circumstances; for example, 
marriage, divorce, separation, death of a loved one, 
or upon having a child. 

Excluding certain beneficiaries in your will may 
also cause potential difficulties as they may have the 
right to make a claim against your estate. 

Special care is needed if you exclude persons who 
might expect to benefit under your will. 

Ensure that you have a will in place and that it is 
up to date, to avoid any undesired consequences and 
complications.

on GPs and A&E departments. 

Optometrist Tanya McNabb believes her new 
clinic is the first of its kind locally, where an 
optometrist provides only clinical care and doesn’t 
sell glasses. 

She said: “Hundreds of GP appointments and 
A&E visits across the country are taken up every 
year for eye-related problems that could be assessed 
by a community optometrist, so I’m delighted to 
be able to offer this NHS-funded service to local 
people.

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Fire authority’s budget 
set to rise to £74m 


SOUTH Wales’ fire and rescue service 
has agreed to increase the amount of 
money it takes from council tax payers by 
more than 4% next year. 

Members of the fire authority which covers 10 
local authority areas in south Wales approved the 
budget proposals for 2020/2021, which will see 
the budget contributions from those areas go up by 
4.25% which would give the service a budget of 
£74.87 million. 

The authority had consulted on a 4.5% rise, but 
it has gone with the 4.25% rise at its meeting on 
February 10. The 10 council areas that make up the 
South Wales Fire and Rescue Service area saw their 
funding from Welsh Government increase by an 
average of 4.4% in the latest provisional settlement. 

Here’s how much some areas will contribute 
compared to last year: 

Bridgend will pay £7.05m, an increase of 
£308,626 or 4.57%. Vale of Glamorgan will pay 
£6.38m, an increase of £333,013 or 5.51%. 

Rhondda Cynon Taf will pay £ 11.73 m, an 
increase of £478,256 or 4.25%; Cardiff will pay 
£17.98m, an increase of £547,973 or 3.14%. 

The main changes to the fire authority budget for 
next year which increase it by £3 million: 

The pay inflation budget will increase by £lm 
or 1.5%; the fire pensions budget will go up by 
£900,000 or 1.2%; the Local Government Pension 
Scheme (LGPS) pensions budget will decrease by 
£400,000 or 0.5%; the premises budget for things 
like rates, energy and repairs will rise by £800,000 
or 1.1%; the equipment and supplies budget will 
increase by £200,000 or 0.3%; the fleet budget will 
go up by £100,000 or 0.1%; the contracted services 
budget will rise by £100,000 or 0.1%; the capital 
financing charges budget will go up by £300,000 
or 0.5%. 

There was some concern at the meeting about 
how the fire authority is going to cover pension 
costs. The Welsh Government provided a £2.8m 


grant to cover the costs of changes to fire service 
pension schemes, but the fire authority report says 
this is a reduction on the already insufficient level 
of grant provided this year and that the authority is 
already overspending on this. 

Cllr Steven Evans of Torfaen said he was con¬ 
cerned that they will have to find an extra £700,000 
to cover pension costs. Chris Barton, the treasurer 
of South Wales Fire and Rescue Authority, said: 
“They (Welsh Government) are underfunding pen¬ 
sion costs. I expect that to continue. 

“There is no prospect at this moment in time of 
additional funding.” 

Cllr Val Smith of Monmouthshire raised her 
concerns about the impact of increasing funding 
contributions to the fire authority for her council. 
She said that fire authority budgets are “like a differ¬ 
ent world” to council budgets and said that councils 
are “sort of on a shoestring.” A spokeswoman for 
the fire authority said: “The fire authority today 
agreed a 4.25% increase in its budget bringing total 
expenditure to just under £75m for the next financial 
year. 

“The budget uplift was necessary to fund a 
combination of pay increases, investment in safety 
critical equipment, appliances and fire stations and 
also to meet additional fire pension costs imposed 
by central government. 

“The service is currently funded directly from the 
10 councils in south Wales. The increase represents 
an additional 4p per week for each person in the 
fire authority’s area. Overall, the cost of the South 
Wales Fire & Rescue Service still equates to less 
than £1 per person per week.” 

The fire authority has included additional funds 
for insurance costs which are likely to rise above 
the level of inflation due to increasing premiums 
in the industry and has also set aside funding for 
the upgrade and replacement of software in fleet 
management and it has found savings in its capital 
financing charges budget.

CAVC deputy principal Sharon 
James said: “Congratulations to 
Kaiden - beating all the competi¬ 
tion to win the all-Wales heat of 
the Electrical Apprentice of the 
Year contest is no mean feat! I 
would also like to congratulate the 
college staff who have worked so 
hard to support Kaiden and train 
him up to such a high standard.”

TRANSPORT for Wales is reaching out to card¬ 
holders who haven’t applied for their new bus 
pass yet and highlight the importance of applying 
for a new card as soon as possible to continue to 
enjoy the benefits of concessionary travel. 

The old green coloured bus passes stopped being recog¬ 
nised on the electronic scanners on buses after December 31, 
2019. A grace period was agreed with the bus operators to 
allow cardholders to continue to use the old cards but is due to 
come to an end on February 29, which means that from March 
1, only the new-style cards will be accepted for travel. 

James Price, Chief Executive of Transport for Wales, said: 
“We’ve received close to 600,000 bus pass applications over 
the past five months, with work still taking place as applica¬ 
tions continue to be processed every day to make sure we send 
out new cards as quickly as possible. 

“While it is very positive to see that the majority of regular 
bus pass passengers have received their new cards, it’s essen¬ 
tial that we remind everyone who has a yet to apply to do so 
as soon as possible to ensure they’re able to continue to enjoy 
the benefits of their bus pass after February 29. 

“If anyone is aware of a neighbour, family member or 
friend who has a bus pass, we’re asking if they can help by 
making sure they’ve applied for their replacement pass as 
soon as possible. 

“We’re continuing to work very closely with all local 
authorities and bus operators to make sure we have a smooth 
transition after the agreed grace period comes to an end. This 
is essential to make sure we’re supporting the most vulnerable 
passengers with their travel experiences.” 

The roll-out of the new cards marks a significant milestone 
for Transport for Wales, as it works towards delivering its 
vision of creating an exciting and world-class integrated 
transport network across Wales. The new cards have been 
designed so that they can be used on multiple modes of 
transport in the future. 

Transport for Wales is encouraging cardholders to apply 
online if they can via the website www.tfw.wales/travelcards. 
Online is the quickest way to apply as cardholders may not 
have to provide a new photo or documentation, as details are 
checked electronically against government databases. Support 


with applying online is available from local councils, or cardholders 
can ask someone they trust to apply on their behalf. Paper applica¬ 
tions are also available, but Transport for Wales stress that this way 
takes longer to process.

NFU Cymru members 
hear from president 


NFU president Minette 
Batters discussed the latest 
developments in the political 
sphere when she spoke at 
the recent annual Glamorgan 
county conference. 

At Grove Golf Club, Porthcawl Ms 
Batters told NFU Cymru members 
that things were now happening at 
pace. “The Conservatives won the 
election on the back of ‘Get Brexit 
Done’ and that the Brexit process 
would start on January 31. We will 
now be in a transition period where 
we will remain in the EU’s single 
market and customs union, and so will 
continue to trade with the EU27.” 

Ms Batters said that trade must 
be top of the list when it comes to 
negotiating. “We must prioritise our 
relationship with the EU first. The 
Prime Minister has set himself an 
ambitious deadline of concluding a 
Free Trade Agreement with the EU27 
by the end of 2020. It is essential 
that whatever agreement the UK 
Government reaches with the EU27, 
it delivers the most favourable access 
possible for British and Welsh farmers 
to European markets, with tariff and 
non-tariff barriers eliminated wher¬ 
ever possible. 

“Trade is the battleground and 
we simply cannot lose on this. We 


cannot have our higher standards of 
production compromised by cheaper 
imports. That just doesn’t work as you 
will put our higher standard producers 
out of business. We don’t want to see 
trade deals that allow products in that 
comply with standards that would be 
illegal if produced here in the UK.” 

Ms Batters informed those at the 
meeting about a planned mass lobby 
in London on March 25. She told 
members: “We want to be able to tell 
the next generation of farmers that 
we did everything we could and we 
need to influence the Prime Minister’s 
thinking when he is negotiating with 
the EU. If government is serious about 
supporting farmers then standards 
must be enshrined in the Agriculture 
Bill. Our high standards must not 
be jeopardised and this is a great 
opportunity for us to say we want to 
work with the politicians and decision 
makers, the importance of the NFU 
has never been greater.” 

John Davies, NFU Cymru pres¬ 
ident also addressed members on a 
number of issues currently affecting 
the industry including water quality, 
bovine TB, and the criticism that the 
farming industry is attracting from 
certain areas of the media.

A school spokesman said: “We have 
taken part in Gwyl Fach y Fro yearly, and 
we have worked with High Street Primary 
and Barry Island to improve their use of the 
Welsh language. The Welsh language is 
at the heart of our daily life at Ysgol Sant 
Baruc and we are all very proud to be able 
to speak the language and learn about our 
culture. We also enjoy listening to many 
Welsh bands and celebrating Dydd Miwsig 
Cymru - Welsh Music Day.” 


The school has also taken part in “echo 
activities”. During half term, ever class 
studied a theme with the purpose of becom¬ 
ing more eco-friendly. 

At the end of the last term, before 
Christmas, the Eco Council shared what 
they called an “important message” with 
the rest of the school along with their aim 
to reduce energy, paper and plastic. 

Every class has taken part in various 
eco-friendly activities. Class One has been 
recycling and re-using clothes, Class Two 
has been collecting rubbish from around 
the school and weighing rubbish from 
each class. In the junior department Class 
Three has been looking at different ways 
to reduce the use of water and Class Five 
have been conducting a survey in order 
to reduce the use of energy in school and 
at home. 

The school also had a Christmas card 


competition during the first week of 
January where pupils managed to collect 
23,810 grammes of Christmas cards which 
were then recycled by the Eco Council and 
teacher Mrs Jones. 

The aim was to see which class could 
collect the most Christmas cards which 
Class Two won by collecting 6,410 
grammes - more than a quarter of the 
whole school’s collection total. 

Class Six have been learning about Fair 
Trade over the last two weeks, with help 
from Ian Johnson, the chairman of Fair 
Trade Barry, and Sarah from Fair Do’s 
shop in Cardiff. 

The class learnt about the importance of 
Fair Trade products and will now be raising 
the status of Fair Trade in the school.

DAMON Smith reviews the latest 
releases. This week: Jane Austen’s plucky 
heroine (Anya Taylor-Joy) meddles in 
matters of the heart in director Autumn 
de Wilde’s period comedy EMMA... and 
a blue hedgehog (voiced by Ben Schwartz) 
from another dimension battles evil scien¬ 
tist Dr Robotnik (Jim Carrey) in SONIC 
THE HEDGEHOG. 

FILM OF THE WEEK 

EMMA (U, 125 mins) Romance/Comedy/ 
Drama. Anya Taylor-Joy, Johnny Flynn, Mia 
Goth, Callum Turner, Bill Nighy, Miranda 
Hart, Josh O’Connor, Connor Swindells, 
Rupert Graves, Gemma Whelan. Director: 
Autumn de Wilde. 

Released: February 14 (UK & Ireland) 

In Jane Austen’s 1815 novel of mismatched 
lovers, meddlesome yet well-meaning Emma 
Woodhouse informs one dashing suitor, “I always 
deserve the best treatment, because I never put up 
with any other.” 

First-time feature film director Autumn de 
Wilde and screenwriter Eleanor Catton respond 
to those demands with a spirited yet staunchly 
faithful treatment of the source text, which gal¬ 
lops over various hurdles on the characters’ 
converging paths to enduring happiness. 

Neatly bookmarked into chapters denoting the 
four seasons, this incarnation of Emma is a hand¬ 
somely upholstered and sporadically hilarious 
affair, distinguished by chocolate box production 
design and costumes. 

Anya Taylor-Joy is a snug fit for the aloof, 
shallow and adroit heroine and catalyses gently 
simmering on-screen chemistry with Johnny 
Flynn as her stiff-shirted sparring partner, Mr 
Knightley. 

Bill Nighy and Miranda Hart gleefully pocket 
hearty chuckles in colourful supporting roles 
while the latter also manages to tug heartstrings 
when her clucky spinster is on the receiving end 
of a cruel and careless side. 

The most imaginative and wickedly enjoyable 
screen adaptation of Austen’s work remains 
Amy Heckerling’s delicious 1995 teen comedy 
Clueless but de Wilde politely reminds us of 
the book’s bountiful but old-fashioned charms 
without straying far from the page. 

Emma Woodhouse (Taylor-Joy) takes personal 
credit for the happy union of her former gov¬ 
erness, Miss Taylor (Gemma Whelan), and Mr 
Weston (Rupert Graves). 

Following the nuptials, Emma reassures her 
worry-wart widower father, Mr Woodhouse 
(Nighy), that she has no intention of contriving 
her own love match - “I promise to make none 
for myself’ - and will remain by his side on the 
family’s vast country estate. 

However, Emma cannot resist interfering in 
matters of the heart and she defies the warnings 
of neighbour Mr Knightley (Flynn) to mould the 
romantic prospects of naive new acquaintance, 
Harriet Smith (Mia Goth). 

The easily influenced young woman is smitten 
with farmer Robert Martin (Connor Swindells) 
but Emma persuades Harriet to shun his advances 
in favour of buffoonish vicar Mr Elton (Josh 
O’Connor). 

Meanwhile, Emma eagerly awaits the arrival 
of Mr Weston’s son Frank Churchill (Callum 
Turner) and ruefully tolerates the constant twit¬ 
tering of spinster Miss Bates (Hart). 

Thanks to Emma’s meddling and sharp tongue, 
hearts are broken and fragile egos deflated while 
her own happiness is called into question. 

Emma fizzes pleasantly for two hours, condens¬ 
ing the book’s central themes and disentangling 
extraneous characters and narrative diversions. 

De Wilde demonstrates a light touch behind 
the camera for various set pieces including a 
well-choreographed country house ball where the 
heroine and Mr Knightley realise their true feel¬ 
ings for each other as their dancing arms entwine. 

The characters’ hearts race faster than ours 
as Emma tearfully learns humility and finally 
understands the meaning of “such a happiness 
when good people get together.”

The lovable blue hedgehog, who starred in a series of video games on the 
Sega Genesis and successive consoles, headlines this big screen adventure 
directed by Jeff Fowler. 

Sonic (voiced by Ben Schwartz) grows up under the care of owl protector 
Longclaw (Donna Jay Fulks) until he is forced to flee his home. 

Using a magical ring portal, Sonic hastily relocates to the forest surround¬ 
ing the sleeping Montana community of Green Hills, where generations of 
the Wachowski family have protected locals for more than 50 years. 

Tom Wachowski (James Marsden) has taken up the mantle as town cop 
but he hungers for a greater challenge. 

He plans to move to San Francisco with veterinarian wife Maddie (Tika 
Sumpter), bidding farewell to the station house and dim-witted police 
officer Billy (Adam Pally). 

Those plans are put on hold when Sonic unexpectedly gate-crashes 
Tom’s home to escape the clutches of deranged genius Dr Robotnik (Jim

THIS year’s clash between Ireland and Wales in 
Dublin promised something different, with two new 
coaches taking over after the long reigns of Warren 
Gatland and Joe Schmidt. 

In the end, however, it was time to drag out the famous Yogi 
Berra quote about deja vu, as Ireland did what they have done best 
for the last six years under Schmidt, playing risk averse possession 
rugby and squeezing the life out of Wales. 

On the 25-minute mark, a graphic appeared on the TV screen, 
showing Ireland with 75 per cent possession. To be honest, I was 
surprised that Wales were as high as 25. They certainly had been 
trapped in their own half all that time. 

Wayne Pivac has shown signs of how he wants Wales to play, 
with forwards appearing out wide and looking for off loads 
after committing defenders to the tackle. However, with limited 
possession we saw that only in flashes. 

In the case of the other new coach, Andy Farrell, it’s early days 
yet but so far it’s a case of ‘Meet the new boss - the same as the 
old boss’. In the last 18 months of Schmidt’s reign, Ireland seems 
to lose their intensity for some reason, but Farrell has re-invigor¬ 
ated them, particularly in defence. 

The match kicked off in the early stage of Storm Ciara’s arrival, 
and the swirling wind made life difficult. As the game wore on, 
any penalty kick of more than 30 metres was routinely kicked 
into touch. 

The first 10 minutes were all Ireland. A kick ahead by left 
wing Jacob Stockdale nearly yielded a score when Dan Biggar 
collected it and was forced to touch down after being forced over 
his own line. 

It was a five-metre scrum to Ireland but there was immediate 
encouragement to Wales when M Poite penalised the Irish front 
row for not driving straight. 

The next 15-minutes saw Wales trying to find a way to get out 
of their own half, but when Ireland got hold of the ball they kept 
it, using their big men to charge into tackles, but not gaining that 
much ground. 

At centre, Ireland’s Robbie Henshaw targeted Nick Tompkins, 
and gave him a reality check after his great debut last week against 
Italy. All of a sudden, Tompkins looked a touch lightweight. 

Ireland’s best chance came on 16 minutes, when George North 
went on a one-man rush defence and the miss pass put Wales 
under severe pressue. Ireland were awarded a penalty on the 22 
metre line wide out and, presumably because of the wind, fly half 
and captain Jonny Sexton chose to kick for the comer. 

Wales held the line out drive and cleared their lines, but the 
pressure told on 21 minutes. A series of drives took Ireland close 
to the Welsh line, and the ball was moved out to full back Jordan 
Larmour. 

He stepped inside Tompkins, spun out of an attempted tackle 
by Tomos Williams, and, although Leigh Halfpenny and Josh 
Adams, got hold of him, he had enough momentum to get over 
the line. Not a try that Wales will enjoy looking at when the post¬ 
match debrief takes place. 

The only plus for Wales was that Sexton made a hash of the 
conversion. 

Ireland were back on the attack after the restart and things 
became worse for Wales when their most potent attacker, left wing 
Josh Adams, went off with an ankle injury. Johnny McNicholl 
replaced him. 

It was just after the 25-minute mark when Ireland were 
penalised for obstruction during the course of a line out drive, and 
at last Biggar was able to plant the kick into Irish territory. And 
they scored almost immediately. At the time, it felt like a massive 
psychological blow. 

A slick backs move took the ball left, and then the ball went 
back to the midfield as Wales probed for a gap. They found it 
when Alun Wyn Jones - out in the backs as coach Pivac wants - 
took the tackle and off-loaded to Dan Biggar. 

Tomos Williams was up in support and he raced over close to 
the posts. Before Biggar could take the conversion and give Wales 
the lead at 7-5, we had an interesting example of Jonny Sexton’s 
tactics with M. Poite. 

It’s generally accepted that the Sam Warburton ‘Do you mind 
if I have a quiet word, sir?’ approach works best with referees, but 
Sexton was in M. Poite’s face, nagging him to take a second look 
at the off-load from Alun Wyn to Biggar. 

M. Poite declined, saying he was happy with the try, but 
Sexton’s nagging may have had a crucial effect later on. 

More of that later. 

From the restart, Ireland were back on the attack and it was time 
for the try-scorer to blot his copybook. Ireland had forced a line 
out close to the Welsh line, but Alun Wyn took it and passed to 
his scrum half - who dropped it. 

From that knock on, Ireland used the scrum to set up a series 


of drives, none making that much yardage but they were able to 
get close enough for Tadhg Furlong to force his was over. Sexton 
converted and Ireland led 12-7. 

Wales were soon back on the attack, showing plenty of variety 
in their approach, and they are certainly buying into Pivac’s 
off-loading game. 

One exchange from Biggar to Tipuric and back to Biggar nearly 
fashioned a break, but the final slipped pass to Dillon Lewis went 
astray. 

Ireland were under real pressure until they worked the ball to 
right wing Andrew Conway. The right wing was able to clear 
their lines, and Ireland used their possession game to see out the 
first half. 

The second half started messily for Wales. A fumble by Biggar, 
followed by another by Tompkins, gave Ireland possession and 
when the pack launched a drive, Tipuric was penalised. Ireland 
took a quick penalty but Wales held the series of forward drives 
without too much difficulty. 

That phase of play, however, led to two players, Biggar and 
Henshaw, going off for Head Impact Assessments (HIAs). Biggar 
was replaced by Jarrod Evans and Henshaw by Keith Earls. 
Neither returned to the action. 

Ireland continued to lay siege to the Welsh line and, from a line 
out close to the line, Ireland set up a driving maul that crossed 
the Welsh line. The decision was referred to the TMO, who could 
spot nothing to indicate that M. Poite’s decision to award a try 
was incorrect. 

The try was claimed by flanker Josh van der Flier, Sexton 
converted, and it was now 19-7. 

On 48 minutes, Pivac replaced Aaron Wainwright with Ross 
Moriarty, and Gareth Davies came on for Tomos Williams, and 
they were soon back on the attack, and staying faithful to the 
ambitious off-loading game. 

On 54 minutes, we had one of those crucial moments when, 
after a series of Welsh drives, centre Hadleigh Parkes saw enough 
daylight to squeeze through a gap and stretch for the line, but 
after the TMO viewed it from several angles, it was a question of 
whether his fingertip still had contact when the ball was grounded. 

In truth, only the most one-eyed Welsh fan could argue the case 
and it was ruled out. 

Three minutes later there was another crucial call. 

Ireland were penalised and Jarrod Evans kicked to the comer. 
From the line out Wales drove and then set up a series of pick 
and goes. 

They were getting closer and closer when M. Poite shouted 
“Leave it”. CJ Stander - the eventual man of the match - did not 
let go. In fact, he ripped the ball clear and M. Poite must have 
been considering a yellow card. 

Enter the afore-mentioned nagging Jonny Sexton, right in M. 
Poite’s face, insisting that Stander was on his feet and entitled to 
have his hands on the ball. If the French ref had been thinking of 
a card, it worked, and Wales continued against the full Irish 15. 

Two minutes later, with Wales still camped on the line, a 
five-metre scmm was reset three times, using up two minutes and, 
in the end, it was Wales’ Dillon Lewis who was penalised. 

You only had to see the Irish jubilation, both on the field and in 
the coaches’ box, to know how cmcial this call was! 

Wales were trailing by 12, with 15 minutes left, and Ireland 
took full advantage, kicking into Welsh territory and fiercely 
contesting possession. When they had the ball, it was safety first 
mgby, and once, after four minutes of Irish possession, Wales 
were forced into taking risks to get the ball back, and frustratingly 
knocked on, setting up the cycle again. 

Substitutions were coming thick and fast and this is an area 
that needs looking at. At one stage the clock ticked down a full 
two minutes with no play at all, while a shuttle of replacements 
came on. 

With eight minutes to go, Wales finally regained possession, 
but they were still in their own 22. Gareth Davies went blind and 
passed to George North, who dropped it. It was a reminder of 
how successful Ireland had been in monopolising posession, as it 
seemed an age since North had touched the ball. 

Ireland had the ball back and went back to basics, with a series 
of forward drives, squeezing the life out of Wales, until they did 
put the ball out wide, where right wing Conway had acres of room 
to go over in the comer. 

Substitute outside half Ross Byrne just missed the kick but it 
was now a conclusive 24-7 to Ireland. 

There was time for M. Poite to give an ironic yellow card 
to - CJ Stander - with one minute left, and Wales used that last 
minute to grab a consolation try, with Justin Tipuric reaching out 
to ground the ball securely just over the line. 

Halfpenny’s conversion was the final act of the game.

WALES international David 
Cotterill made his Barry Town 
debut at the weekend, yet the 
JD Cymru Premier clash with 
Connah’s Quay Nomads was 
overshadowed by a controver¬ 
sial straight red card, leaving 
10-men Town condemned to a 
bitter 1-0 defeat. 

News of Cotterill’s arrival at Je nn er 
Park had created quite the buzz in 
the build-up to Saturday’s game, but 
Michael Wilde quickly spoiled the 
party, redirecting Michael Bakare’s 
shot beyond Mike Lewis to give the 
second-placed visitors a second-min¬ 
ute lead. 

Bakare’s ability shone later on 
when his ball to the back post was 
headed against the crossbar by Wilde; 
their potent partnership combining to 
threaten the goal once more. 

However, Nomads’ attacking prow¬ 
ess was far from that of title rivals 
The New Saints in December, leaving 
Barry with more than a glimmer of 
hope of playing their way on terms. 

Enter the game’s biggest talking 
point, as Barry’s Kayne McLaggon, 
in attempting to regain control of the 
football, caught Declan Poole with a 
late and somewhat clumsy, yet largely 
innocuous, challenge. 

Anticipating a routine free-kick, 
supporters and players were instead 
left stunned as referee Iwan Griffith 
showed McLaggon an immediate red 
card, the third the Conwy official has 
handed toa Town player this sea¬ 
son, after Jonathan Hood and Jordan 
Cotterill were given their marching 
orders at Penybont. 

A UEFA Category 2 official, 
Griffith’s credentials include refer¬ 
eeing August’s marquee meeting 
between Manchester United and AC 
Milan in Cardiff, yet few, if any, home 
spectators could see the justification 
in McLaggon’s dismissal, an incident 
that made Barry’s task all the more 
taxing. 

Despite their man disadvantage, 
Barry worked hard to maintain 


possession and spread the ball around, 
hoping to navigate a hulking Nomads 
defence which was near-impenetrable 
by the aerial route. 

In the 62nd minute, the squad’s 
longest-serving player, Paul Morgan, 
made way for its newest recruit, the 
former Football League mainstay 
Cotterill. 

Making an immediate impact, the 
24-cap Wales international almost 
scored with his first touch, skimming 
past the post from a direct set-piece, 
while a curling free-kick from the left 
flank came close to creeping into the 
bottom comer. 

Cotterill’s presence gave Barry 
an injection of confidence and Town 
almost equalised when full-back Chris 
Hugh nipped through two Nomads 
defenders, forcing goalkeeper Lewis 
Brass into a low save. 

Unfortunately for Gavin 
Chesterfield’s team, there would be 
no dramatic late leveller, with Nomads 
instead able to grind out the win that 
drives them a full nine points ahead of 
Barry in Phase Two. 

More notably for the victorious vis¬ 
itors, Saturday’s result takes Connah’s 
Quay within a point of league leaders 
The New Saints, who suffered a sur¬ 
prise 2-1 loss to Newtown at Park Hall 
on Friday. 

With third-placed Bala Town 
coming from behind to win 2-1 at 
Caernarfon Town, fourth-placed Barry 
Town now trail the Lakesiders by a 
four-point margin. 

This Saturday, Barry travel to 
Newtown’s Latham Park, hoping to 
extend their five-point advantage over 
the fifth-placed Robins, while trim¬ 
ming the deficit between themselves 
and their rivals above. 

Barry’s next visitors to Jenner Park 
are Caernarfon Town on Saturday, 
February 22 (2.30pm), with new 
Canaries manager Huw Griffiths set 
to make his first appearance in the 
dugout since his shock switch from 
Cefn Dmids, a move that has sub¬ 
sequently seen Stuart Gelling take 
charge at The Rock.
